Marshall Tilo opened formal talks 
with Soviet Leaders today on such 
deadlocked 
East-West 
issues as 
German unification and disarm a 
ment, and the* apparently simpler 
problem of cementing newly im ­ 
proved Yug oslav-Soviet relations. 
The Yug oslav president, who de­ 
fied Stalin and returned to Mos­ 
cow in triumph last Saturday after 
a long absence, spen* two hours 
and 45 minutes with the Soviet 
leaders at a friendly Kremlin con­ 
ference in the morning , 
Tito Ha ils Red Arms Cut 
At a Kremlin luncheon later. 
Tito said disarmament was “one 
of the problems which calls for an 
immediate solution.” 
Tito praised the recently an­ 
nounced plans for sharp cuts in 
the Soviet armed forces in this 
nex t y ear. He said they would 
help build international confidence 
and trust and provide an “oppor­ 
tunity for a solution of the g eneral 
problem of disarmament within 
the framework of the united na­ 
tions.” 
Tito spoke to cheering workers 
at Soviet automobile factories be­ 
fore entertaining the Soviet leaders 
at dinner at his residence tonig ht. 
Ta lks Resume Saturday 


PARIS, June 5 WPi—The French 
National Assembly g ave Premier 
Guy Mollet a lig ht vote of confi­ 
dence tonig ht after a long and in­ 
conclusive debate on North African 
policies. The official vote was 
27 1-59. There were about 200 ab­ 
stentions. 
The ballot was on a resolution ap­ 
proving the entire rang e of g ov­ 
ernment actions in the financial, 
economic and foreig n affairs fields 
plus its handling s of the Alg erian, 
Tunisian and Moroccan questions. 
Communists Abstain 
The Socialist Premier rallied 
only the center factions of the As­ 
sembly to his support. 
The Communists abstained in 
bitter disag reement with the g ov­ 
ernm ent’s policy of using firm mil­ 
itary measures in efforts to stamp 
out the 19 -month-old nationalist re­ 
bellion in Alg eria.

Two Killed In Blast 
Of Oil Storage Tank

Scientists associated with the 
Aerobee-Hi research project had 
indicated y esterday it mig ht be 
abandoned or long delay ed be­ 
cause of the test shot fizzles. 
The Aerobee-Hi, in a test y es­ 
terday at the White Sands, N.M.. 
proving g rounds, 
fell to earth 
after climbing only 37 miles. The 
Navy had hoped it would reach 
an altitude of 138 miles. 
Another Aerobee-Hi g ot only a 
few thousand feet off the g round 
in an attem pt several weeks ag o 
to set a new altitude record.

Lungs Of Ciga r e t Smok e rs 
Show Tiny Ca nc e r Spe c k s 


DETROIT, June 5 
- Tiny 
specks of cancer are found in the 
lung s 
of 
cig aret 
smokers 
far 
more often than among non-smok­ 
ers. a medical team reported to­ 
day , 
TThese cancer specks, and other 
cell chang es that mig ht be fore­ 
runners of cancer, were detected 
by 
painstaking 
microscopic 
ex ­ 
aminations at autopsies of 117 
men. 
Only 16 had never smoked at all, 
or only irreg ularly . Thirty -four, 
all smokers, had died of lung can­ 
cer. The other smokers and the 
non-smokers died of other causes. 
The tiny cancers, localized but 
potentially capable of spreading , 
were found six times more fre­ 
quently in heavy smokers than 
non-smokers. 
In every man, the microscope 


picked up some spots where cells 
lining the air tubes 
s h o w e d 
chang es 
f r o m 
normal. 
Such 
chang es were far more frequent 
among smokers, and more com­ 
mon among heavy smokers than 
lig ht smokers. 
Polluted city air, or something 
else,* m i g h t 
ex plain 
the cell 
chang es 
and 
the 
few 
cancer 
specks found among non-smokers, 
the report said. 
The study was described to the

ing the union leaders felt the tex - 
tile org anizing task is too press­ 
ing to wait until the two unions 
ag ree on dividing up org anizing 
territory . 
There were indications that in 
the absence of such an ag reement 
the AFL-CIO leadership mig ht de­ 
cide on how any newly sig ned 
workers are to be allocated be­ 
tween the two rival unions.

EOKA leaflets

LONDON, June 5 if) — Cy priot 
ex tremists openly threatened to­ 
day to put a bullet into Field Mar­ 
shal Sir John Harding .

The threat—the first made open­ 
ly in the British Isles—came in 
leaflets tossed from a car racing 
throug h the streets of Manchester, 
160 miles from London.

Eisenhower has asked Cong ress 
to authorize a $4.900,000,000 aid 
prog ram for the fiscal y ear starl­ 
ing July 1.

Neither Martin nor the other 
leaders present g ave any indica­ 
tion whether the President intends 
to insist on restoration ot the full 
amount cut by the House commit­ 
tee. The Hou.se plans to start de­ 
bate on the bill tomorrow.

State Dulles and Adm. Arthur W. 
Radford, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, all ex pressed the 
view it would be “dang erous to 
national security to make a cut 
as larg e as that”—the $1,109,000,- 
000 voted by the House committee. 
In response to a question about 
the possible effect of such a cut 
on NATO — the North Atlantic 
Treaty Org anization—Martin re­ 
plied the President.

Los Angeles, and topped Kefauver 
in most other of the state’s 58 
counties.

Richards Leads Yorty 
Fast-rising State Sen. C. Rich­ 
ard Richards of Los Angeles, en­ 
dorsed by California's new Dem­ 
ocratic Club movement, was best­ 
ing former Rep. Samuel W. Yorty, 
also of Los Angeles, for the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination. 
Kuchel entered the Democratic 
race as well, as permitted under 
the state’s cross-filing system, hut 
trailed Richards for the Demo­ 
cratic vote.

June 5 ifx—The 
biggest worry of the general in 
charge of defending this country 
against surprise Soviet air attacks

them. 
Gen. Earle E. Partridge, head 
oi both the Continental Defense 
Command and the .^ ir Defense 
Command, offered this personal 
concern in much-censored secret 
testimony made public today by 
the Senate Air Power Investigat­ 
ing subcommittee. 
Partridge said both Soviet and

scientists 
are 
confidently 
working on the ICBM. expected to 
span thousands of miles of ocean 
in 30 minutes or less and drop a 
sudden and devastating nuclear 
blast on unsuspecting cities or 
areas. 
Almwil iB.soluble Problem 
“ My point of view is that the 
threat of Soviet attack by ICBM 
is so frightening to me that we 
just can not afford to put less 
effort into the defense than we 
can into the offense,” Partridge 
said 
"Personally this seems to be an 
almost insoluble problem, but our 
scientists say it can be done and 
we should be getting along with 
it.” 
"W’a are studying the problem,” 
he continued. "We are making 
preliminary estimates on what is 
required in the way of hardware 
and 
locations, 
communications, 
and antimissilei and so on. but 
w'e still do not have a workable 
solution." 
PiiDciple Worked Out 
Partridge quickly added, in an­ 
swer to a question, that scientists 
had worked out a counter-weapon 
ID principle “ but it has not yet 
been translated into any hardware 
and 
until 
we 
can prove 
out 
the components and figure out a 
way to make the thing work oper­ 
ationally, 1 do not rest very easy.” 
His elosed-door testimony was 
given more than a month ago. 
April 30 and May 1. and since 
then he has testified publicly, on 
May 2.5, that the newest super­ 
sonic Russian bombers could fly 
higher and faster than U.S. fight­ 
ers. 
Partridge testified that speedy 
new jet fighters and more power­ 
ful radar, plus a far-reaching 
communications network, should 
he able to cope with growing 
Soviet airpower for the next few 
years.

NEW YORK. June 5 ofV-Twelve 
years ago tomorrow Allied troops 
crashed ashore in France carrying 
out the first of “ Eisenhower's Six 
Great Decisions” which won the 
war in Europe, according to a new 
book by his wartime chief of staff, 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith.

He 
spent nearly three years here af­ 
ter Batista overthrew his govern­ 
ment in 1952, and returned to Cuba 
| only last August. 
Batista said that he “has posi­ 
tive proof that Prio was supplying 
money and direction for disorders 
in Cuba and that he was still en­ 
gaged in buying arms and smug­ 
gling them into Cuba for insurrec­ 
tional purposes.” 
The former president admitted 
he had provided guns for counter 
revolution during the years that 
followed the coup in which Batista 
deposed him. But he denied any 
such activity since he went back 
to Cuba last year. 
Prio and Izquierdo were indicted 
at New York in 1953 on a charge 
of purchasing arms. Prio pleaded 
no contest and paid a fine. Iz­ 
quierdo was out of the country and 
did not plead, but he may be ar­ 
raigned on that indictment before 
he leaves the country again.

Then Dr. Effler took a single 
stitch in Tina’s chest, looping the 
thread around her breast bone. 
He tied the thread to a rubber 
band and connected the band to 
the coat hanger bridge.

band kept an upward tension on

Scientists Find Evidence 
Virus Cause Of Leukemia 


DETROIT, June S (*—Scientists 
Today reported striking new evi­ 
dence that a virus could cause 
human leukemina. a IOO per cent 
fatal form of cancer. 
lf so, a great breakthrough 
could come against leukemia, a 
clncer of the blood. It rrught make 
a vaccine possible, or drugs to 
control the disease. 
The new evidence was presented 
In three separate reports to the 
Third National Cancer Conference, 
sponsored by the American Can­ 
cer Society and the National Can­ 
te r Institute. 
“Within a few years” we will 
know whether a virus is actually 
the criminal, said Dr. Joseph W. 
Beard of Duke University. 
Dr. Beard, Dr. D. Gordon Sharp 
and Dorothy Beard have isolated— 
and taken pictures of—three sepa­ 
rate viruses causing forms of 
leukemia in chickens. These can­ 
cer viruses are similar to other 
viruses, they said. It is an addi­ 
tional sign that human leukemia 
might be caused by a virus. 
A Chicago team rn brilliant ex­ 
periments succeeded often in pro­ 
ducing leukemia rapidly in mice 
by giving them small inoculations 
©t fluid extracts made from brain 
cells of humans who died of 
leukemia.

Hospital, Chicago. 
The mice were a type that 
ordinarily come down with leu­ 
kemia spontaneously. The brain 
cell fluids speeded appearance of 
the disease. 
The extract can be given to 
mice which normally resist leu­ 
kemia without producing the dis­ 
ease. But these mice apparently 
become carriers, even for genera­ 
tions. and when extracts from 
their brains are given to sus­ 
ceptible mice. the extracts again 
produce leukemia. 
Dr. Ludwik Gross of the Bronx 
Veterans Administration Hospital, 
New York. described a curious 
and perhaps highly significant dis­ 
covery. 
He had earhef found evidence 
that a virus or virus like agent 
causes leukemia in some strains 
of mice. But some mice, when 
given injections of the material, 
developed tumors in the glands of 
their necks, or tumors under the 
skin, instead of leukemia. 
And when extracts were made 
from these tumors, and injected 
into newborn mice, those mice 
would develop either the neck or 
skin tumors or generalized leu­ 
kemia. 
This could mean that one agent 
can c a u s e different kinds of 
tumors. Or it could mean that the 
leukemia tissue, from winch the 
extract was taken, contains sev­ 
eral separate agents.

Is Strange Habit Of Legislators

WASHINGTON. June 5 # - Ev- 
fr> morning while Congress is in 
ifssion the Congressional Record 
ctmes out with ihe practically im- 
Mortal words spoken there the 
previous day. 
That is. it contains most of the 
unmortal words 
Sometimes it has less than was 
said, sometimes it has more than 
was said, and most of the time it 
has almost what was said. 
For although Congress has the 
best shorthand men in the busi­ 
ness conscientiously putting down 
exery w^ord. the hnal record is 
far from a verbatim report. 
To begin with, many a good 
politician is a bad grammarian. 
So his English usually is tided up 
before it appears in print. 
Then the House has a custom 
whereby a member may “revise 
and extend" his remarks later. 
So a representative may get the 
floor for a one-minute speech, ask 
permission to revise and extend 
his remarks, mumble a few words 
and then hand the official reporter 
his prefabricated r e v i s e d re­ 
marks. 
This speech later can be mailed 
home to show the constituents that 
he is rolling ’em in the aisles in 
Congress. 
^ Often a member has a cautious 
¿cond thought, and tones down, 
o r deletes, a juicy wisecrack. The

Moscow Dispatches Don't Mean What They Say 


These Days

The Big Racket 


It IS impossib le ev en to ap p roxim ate the cost to this 
R a tio n of the prohib ition exp erim ent in social or economic 
^ te rm s . But one of the side effects is coming to thè su r­ 
face now and is ab out to b e inv estigated b y a Senate 
comm ittee. 
During prohib ition, the drinking hab its of the Ameri­ 
can people b ecam e more general and w idespread b ut 
no potab le alcohol was legitim ate except for sacram ental 
or medicinal purposes. 
Liquor of all sorts, from fine 
wines to raw alcohol, was im ported into the country and 
sold surreptitiously. 
The trade fell into the hands of 
b ootleggers who w ere supplied b y racketeers who were, 
in turn, supplied b y theoretically legitim ate distillers and 
v intners in Canada. Scotland, France, etc. 
Billions of 
dollars went into this trade. 


The dollars had to b e deposited in b anks b ecause 
there were too m any dollars to keep in » hoe b oxe» 
under a b ed. 
As long as these dollars could ev ade 
b eing taxed, they could b e owned anonymously. But 
in the United States, the anonymous ownership of 
cash money is dangerous, so it was found adv isab le 
to find ways and m eans to transp ort these untaxed 
dollars ab road, to legitimatize them , to estab lish 
Swiss, Liechtenstein, Tangier, .Monacan, Panam anian 
and other sorts of corporations to make it possib le to 
reinv est these funds in American industry. The b est 
type of operation is a Liechtenstein corporation that 
keeps its money in a Swiss b ank. 


Prohib ition laid the b asis for this type of operation. 
L ater cam e other enormous reserv oirs of money. The 
dope traffic, for instance, has b een im p ortant in inter­ 
national com m erce for more than a century, was at one 
tim e wholly legitim ate and huge fortunes hav e b een 
estab lished in it. When the shipm ent of opium from India 
and Persia to China, for m any years the principal con­ 
sum er’s m arket, b ecam e illegal b y international agree­ 
m ent, the b usiness grew larger, fell into v icious hands, 
and dev eloped into the m orphium , cocaine and heroin 
trade. 
The principal m anufacturer is Red China; the 
leading consum er’s m arket is the United States. 
Again the money is b ig—b illions of dollars. It has to 
find its way, through many hands, from the consum er 
to the m anufacturer. 
It has to b e transp orted in the 
form of cash dollars, secretly; it m ust ev ade taxation; 
it m ust b e b anked and conv erted into legitim ate money. 
This is a v ery complicated traffic and the returns are 
enormous. 


Another source of secret money is the Nazi hold­ 
ings—H itler’s, Goering’s, Goehb els’ money. We do not 
ev en hav e estim ates of the am ounts, where this 
money was deposited, how it was b anked and legiti­ 
matized. There has b een an inkling of Peron’s secret 
money b ut not enough data to justify an opinion as 
to amount or where it is inv ested. 


It is, howev er, b ecoming increasingly clear that when 
secret, untaxed money is m ade legitim ate, p articularly 
b y the dev ice of an anonymous Swiss b ank account, often 
carried b y a num b er instead of in the name of a person, 
and doing b usiness under the guise of an anonymous cor­ 
poration that can b e organized in a num b er of countries, 
it returns to the United States either to p urchase Ameri­ 
can b usinesses, to m anip ulate the m arket in securities or 
it operates cartels for retail goods in competition with 
American firm s under adv antageous reciprocal treaties. 
Ev erything is corrup ted b y this gim mick money which 
rem àins untaxed. 


P 
It is not possib le for such money to function as 
b razenly in G reat Britain b ecause of the tight control 
of the Bank of England and the Treasury ov er the 
pound sterling and foreign currencies, b ut such money 
can b e inv ested in British Crown colonies and in 
dominions and can work its way into British enter­ 
prises indirectly through em pire preference. Howev er, 
it is more difficult In that country than in the United 
States w here this untaxed money is now coming b ack 
to b uy up American industries, often munition indus­ 
tries, without any 
p articular gov ernm ent agency 
hav ing the right under any law to check on the enter­ 
prises. Sometimes the m anagem ent of such money 
is In the hands of aliens, although who the actual 
owners of the money are is nev er disclosed. 
The 
Swiss b anking law forb ids such disclosure. 


What is essential is a full-dress congressional inv esti­ 
gation with the ob ject of hav ing a law p assed protecting 
the United States from this untaxed money now pouring 
into this country and with which honest, tax-paying 
Americans cannot compete.

I The Prize Fraud 
Of Colonialism 


A good many cock-eyed things are going on 
in the world today, but none is more grotesque 
and flagrant than the shibboleth that “the main 
conflict is not between democracy and communism 
but between democracy and colonialism.” 
A recent issue of U. S. News and World Report', 
using only admitted statistical facts, produces a 
crushing and convincing reply to the silly formula. 
The documented article shows that Russia, 
since Communists came into power, has extended 
Red domination over 732 million people, 5 million 
square miles of area, in 17 countries. A double* 
page map shows at a glance what has been 
accomplished. Another map shows the tremendous 
shrinkage of domination experienced by the West* 
em nations. In the same time these Western gov­ 
ernments have given independence to 22 countries, 
9,133.439 square miles and 694.443,000 people. 
Sad to relate, many of the liberated countries 
are now in grave danger of being absorbed in the 
expanding Communist empire, and this makes the 
whole situation more ironically tragic than ever. 
Colonialism, in its best sense, brought benefits 
to under-developed areas of the world, which 
seemed hopelessly stagnant and unable to pro­ 
gress. Through another ironic twist, some of these 
areas learned of democracy through the offices of 
the conquering powers, which established schools, 
opened up trade channels and stimulated broad 
inter-communication. 
Previously such areas had 
been under the rule of native despots who didn t 
want the innovations of the Western colonialists, 
so kept the masses in ignorance. 
It is true that the Western conquerors were 
ambitious, and exploitation of native peoples was 
by no means uncommon. But those same natives 
‘‘have seen nothing yet.” The exploitation of the 
Communist masters makes the original colonialists 
look like pikers. 
The British, French. German. Dutch and Bel­ 
gian empires have gone the way of all flesh. The 
United States has relinquished the Philippines and 
would be far better off if it would do the same for 
Puerto Rico, and that just about accounts for its 
‘‘colonialism.” When the score is added up, it is 
plain that the Kremlin propagandists are always 
looking for suckers, and frequently find them.

But one of the side cfs

During prohibition, the drinking habits of the Ameri­ 
can people becam e more general and widespread but 
no potable alcohol was legitim ate except for sacram ental 
or m edicinal purposes. 
Liquor of all sorts, from fine 
wines to raw alcohol, was imported into the country and 
sold surreptitiously. 
The trade fell into the hands of 
bootleggers who w ere supplied by racketeers who were. 
in turn, supplied by theoretically legitim ate distillers and 
vintners in Canada. Scotland, France, etc. 
Billions of 
dollars went into this trade. 


The dollars had to be deposited in banks because 
there were too m any dollar* to keep in shoe boxes 
under a bed 
As long as these dollars could evade 
being taxed, they could be owned anonym ously. But 
in the United States, the anonym ous ownership of 
cash money is dangerous, so it was found advisable 
to find w ays and m eans to transport these untaxed 
dollars abroad, 
to legitim atize 
them , 
to establish 
Sw iss, Liechtenstein. Tangier, M onacan, Panam anian 
and other sorts of corporations to make it possible to 
reinvest these funds in American industry. The best 
type of operation is a Liechtenstein corporation that 
keeps its money in a Swiss bank. 


Prohibition laid the basis for this type of operation. 
Later cam e other enormous reservoirs of m oney. 
The 
dope traffic, for instance, has been important in inter­ 
national com m erce for more than a century, was at one 
tim e wholly legitim ate and huge fortunes have been 
established in it. When the shipm ent of opium from India 
and Persia to China, for m any years the principal con- 
lum er's m arket, becam e illegal by international agree­ 
m ent, the business grew larger, fell into vicious hands, 
and developed into the morphium. cocaine and heroin 
trade. 
The principal m anufacturer is Red China; the 
leading consum er’s m arket is the United States. 
Again the m oney is big—billions of dollars. It has to 
find its way, through m any hands, from the consum er 
to the m anufacturer. 
It has to be transported in the 
form of cash dollars, secretly; it m ust evade taxation; 
it must be banked and converted into legitim ate money. 
This is a very com plicated traffic and the returns are 
enorm ous. 


Another source of secret m oney is the Nazi hold­ 
ings—Hitler’s. Goering's, G oebbels’ m oney. We do not 
even have estim ates of the am ounts, where 
this 
money was deposited, how it was banked and legiti­ 
matized. There has been an inkling of Peron's secret 
money but not enough data to Justify an opinion as 
to amount or where it is invested. 


It is, however, becom ing increasingly clear that when 
secret, untaxed m oney is m ade legitim ate, particularly 
by the device of an anonymous Sw iss bank account, often 
carried by a number instead of in the nam e of a person, 
and doing business under the guise of an anonym ous cor­ 
poration that can he organized in a number of countries, 
it returns to the United States either to purchase Am eri­ 
can businesses, to m anipulate the m arket in securities or 
it operates cartels for retail goods in com pefition with 
American firm s under advantageous reciprocal treaties. 
Everything is corrupted by this gim m ick m oney which 
rem ains untaxed. 


) 
It is not possible for such m oney to function as 
brazenly in Great Britain because of the tight control 
of the Bank of England and the Treasury over the 
pound sterling and foreign currencies, but such money 
can be invested in British Crown colonies and in 
dominions and can work its way into British enter­ 
prises indirectly through empire preference. However, 
it is more difficult in that country than in the United 
States where this untaxed money is now com ing back 
to buy up Am erican industries, often munition indus­ 
tries, 
without 
any 
particular 
governm ent 
agency 
having the right under any law to check on the enter­ 
prises. 
Som etim es the m anagem ent of such money 
is in the hands of aliens, although who the actual 
owners of the money are is never disclosed, 
The 
Swiss banking law forbids such disclosure. 


What is essential is a full-dress congressional investi­ 
gation with the object of having a law passed protecting 
the United States from this untaxed m oney now pouring 
into this country 
and with 
which 
honest, tax paying 
Am ericans cannot com pete.

Moscow Dispatches Don't Mean What They Say 


W ASHINGTON — How easy it is 
to fool the American people with 
those censored 
dispatches 
from 
Moscow telling about the "resigna­ 
tion" of Molotov! 
At least so rea­ 
son the strategists in the Kremlin 
in their campaign to make the 
world believe the leopard is chang­ 
ing its spots. 
But it takes a Rus­ 
sian to debunk a Russian move. 
Here is what one of the best in­ 
formed and keenest of the Russians 
in Washington told this correspon­ 
dent over the weekend: 
"Molotov wasn’t dismissed and 
he wasn't necessarily downgraded. 
He is still one of the ll members 
of the Presidium — the ruling 
clique of the Soviet Union today. 
He is a part of the so-called ’col­ 
lective leadership.’ 
While Molotov publicly asked to 
he relieved of the foreign ministry, 
it must be noted that for more 
than a year Khrushchev and Bul­ 
ganin have really been directing 
foreign policy. When Molotov gives 
up the post of foreign minister, it 
is as if the prime minister of a 
Western country who has taken 
on an extra cabinet post relin­ 
quishes it to attend to other duties. 
Eight For Power Continues 
"On the surface it would appear 
that Molotov gave up the post of 
foreign minister to produce a cer­ 
tain effect on Tito and the outside 
world and also internally to give 
the impression that a Stalimte was 
being removed. 
But Molotov is 
still a member of the Presidium 
and also is first deputy premier. 
The fight for power inside the 
Kremlin still goes on. Remember 
that Malenkov stepped down from 
the premiership but remains as a 
member of the Presidium and went 
to England recently on a formal 
visit. 
It is not clear yet what the 
balance of forces is or is going to 
be inside the Presidium.” 
"What is the meaning of the 
changes just announced concerning 
the system of justice?” I asked. 
"It doesn t mean very much — 
the top officials are still in control. 
Only the other day we read of the 
execution of Bajuriof who at the 
19th party congress had been elect­ 
ed an alternate member of the 
Presidium. Three of his associates 
also were executed. He was known 
as "a little Stalin” and was. in­ 
deed, the ruler of one of the so-

called 
republics — Azerbaijan. 
News of the executions was printed 
in the newspapers of the capital— 
Baku — but not in the Moscow 
newspapers. 
Nor was any report 
of the trial or details given " 
"Do you think the so-called ‘de­ 
centralization’ moves are lmpor- 
tant*’” was my next question. 
"They are not very significant.” 
he replied, "though they might 
mean that the present government 
feels more certain of itself and 
more inclined to take chances in 
making concessions to the people ” 
"Are we in any way helping to 
build up the prestige of the present 
government in Moscow?” 
Gain Prestige Advantage 
“Yes. 
The Soviet government 
wants to give the impression to the 
people of Soviet Russia that it is 
favorably looked upon by the other 
governments of the world and that 
its foreign policies are a success. 
So every time the United States 
plays up to the men in the Kremlin 
either by sending important mis­ 
sions or by fraternizing with them, 
the Soviet rulers gain a big advan­ 
tage inside Russia.” 
It seems to be generally agreed 
now by Russian experts here that 
although the “Cult of Stalin” is 
being denounced by the Soviet pro­ 


paganda machine, the "Cult of 
Lenin” is being built up. 
The 
Lenin doctrines, of course, 
are 
just as Machiavellian as those of 
Stalin. 
An example of the opportunism 
of the Kremlin is to be noted from 
a re-reading of Stalin's speech of 
March IO, 1939, to the 18th con­ 
gress of the Communist party. 
It 
is interesting to compare Stalin's 
arguments 
against 
"neutralism” 
with what today are called the 
policies 
of 
the 
"uncommitted” 
countries. 
With a substitution of 
"Soviet Russia and Red China” in 
the mind of the reader for "Ger­ 
many and her allies.” the speech 
is a realistic demonstration of the 
opportunistic behavior of the So­ 
viet strategists. 
Stalin was de­ 
scribing the "cold war” p n y to 
September 1939. 
He said;

imperialist

is 
(Mareh IO, 1939 > already in its 
second year, a war waged over a 
huge 
territory

American politicians of late, that 
a lot of Americans have forgotten 
the basic people-to-people friend­ 
ship

countries. It was very evident at 
the hospital dedication ceremony, 
however. 
Clair McCollough. of Lancaster. 
Pa., who made a special flight to 
Paris as special representative of 
the Friendship Train Committee 
reported that sentiment toward the 
American people was deep and 
friendly; that the French parti­ 
cularly 
appreciated the hospital 
because it was a joint enterprise. 
It was not a gift from the U. S. 
Government. The French were too 
polite to say so. but actually they 
raised more money for the hospital 
than did private Americans. Not a 
penny of U. S. Government funds 
went into the project.

most credit for pushing the hospi­ 
tal is Robert Blake, of the Guar­ 
anty Trust Company in Paris, who 
could

The 
first shoot-down came not long af­ 
ter Patterson presented Tito with 
a gift from the U.S. — a sterling

Stalin's 
direction 
and

promptly 
began 
showering 
him 
with all manner of goods and ser­ 
vices, though the murderous dic­ 
tator had killed and imprisoned 
tens of thousands in the course of 
communizing the land. Now he's 
sitting on laps in the Kremlin and 
promises never to depart from the 
villainous fold again. Among other 
things, he never got around to pay­ 
ing for the American planes he 
shot down or reparations for the 


lives of the five men killed in the 
second plane. 
But some people haven’t for­ 
gotten. Ray Brock, the foreign cor­ 
respondent, is compiling a book 
of the experiences of a number of 
American airmen forced down over 
Yugoslavia during the German oc­ 
cupation who were rescued by the 
forces of Gen. Draja Mihailovich, 
the patriot Tito ordered shot after 
a phony trial. There is movie and 
Broadway interest in Brock s book, 
which he will call "Gale of the 
World." a phrase used by Mihailo­ 
vich in his forsaken farewell.

Perhaps the 
reason is that relinquishing the 
final trump makes one feel de­ 
nuded, or at least that command 
of the hand is lost. But the fact 
IS that when the other elements 
of a squeeze are present the play 
of the last trump is the clincher. 
Thus, in this deal, if South fails 
to lead the last trump he also 
fails to make the hand. 


The declarer had good reason 
to believe that a squeeze against 
East would operate effectively. 
West had shown up with one club 
and four hearts. The indications 
were that West had started with 
seven spades.

found it impossible to continue 
to guard against dummy's dia­ 
monds and South’s clubs. If East 
released one of his three dia­ 
monds, dummy would take care 
of declarer's losing club, while if 
he discarded the ten of clubs 
South would cash both clubs to 
win the hand. 
South s play of the hand is to 
be commended. It illustrates an 
important element of the squeeze 
play. There is a great reluctance 
by a substantial number of the 
tridge playing fraternity to lead 
out the last trump. Perhaps the 
reason is that relinquishing the 
final trump makes one feel de­ 
nuded, or at least that command 
of the hand is lost. But the fact 
is that when the other elements 
of a squeeze are present the play 
of the last trump is the clincher. 
Thus, in this deal, if South fails 
to lead the last trump he also 
fails to make the hand. 
The declarer had good reason 
to believe that a squeeze against 
East would operate effectively. 
West had shown up with one club 
and four hearts. The indications 
were that West had started with 
seven spades. This could be de­ 
duced from the fall of East's 
jack of spades. That left room for 
only on# diamond in West a hand, 
and therefore three with East, 
which In turn made his position 
hopeless.
